THE NEWS. 

The liaslern intelligence which we publish 
thii morning ia up lo the 18th. Thero is no- 
thing new from Mobile— other Ihun idle re- 
ports of i:s capturd. The statement previ- 
ously published in the news of Beauregard's 
having rodb with a lare;e force to Atlanta has 
turned oul what might have been expected, 
a canard. Beauregard is undoubtedly a 
elevor general, an eminent ens'n-.eor ; but he 
has yet to acquire the more difficult military 
dislinclion of being ubiquitous. If he is at 
Petersburg ho can not well be nt Atlanta; 
and it he is at Mobile, or on his way to that 
city, as some ol the despatches slate, his 
presence at either Atlanta or Petersburg 
mutt to say the least be regarded as probio* 
malieal. We might put down indeed one half 
the telegraniG received of these extraordinary 
movements as merely the " sensational" 
creations of some of the NflW York army 
correspondents. One arrival ol despatches 
gives us an invasion of the North by 48,000 
reckle?s rebels ; the nest reduces the nnmber 
by mors than one^half, and shows that the 
" invasion" scarcely deserved tile name. 
Then, wo have some shrewd correspondent 
giving it as his opinion that the Army of the 
Potomno is going bad; la Washington to re- 
organize for another campaign, and the first 
aubscquent thing wo hear is a desperate 
utlack on the inner defences of Peters- 
burg, followed almost immediately by a 
further advance towards Richmond. A 
reoent telegram informed us that Grant 
was taking away his guns, preparatory to 
raising the siege ol 1'etersburg. The intelli- 
gence received yesterday gives no confirma- 
tion whatever of the asscrliun, but in a tele- 
gram four days later, says that affairs before 
Petersburg remain unchanged. The fact that 
a great many of these telegraphic misstate- 
ments are unfavorable to ihe North, would 
lead HI to the supposition that it is a kind ol 
retaliation in which tlie army correspondents 
occasionally indulge, because General Grant 
is not so amiable as to admit them to his mi- 
litary confidence. Many of them, ihrough 
inattention or design, lead papers at u distance 
to mako rather laughable comments. On a 
recent occaaioo, the death of a Geo. llarker 
took place, but when the announcement 
reached Ihe newspaper offices, it beenrae 
Hooker, ssd «s bad column after column of 
obituary-biographical, in which tho mili- 
tary prowess of " fighting doe" received 
ample justice. 

From Sherman's command in Georgia, we 
have not much that is startling. Allnnta is 
still undergoing bombardment, but the Fede- 
rals appear to be looking more to strength 
ening their position, ihnn pushing their way 
south. The recent reinforcements which too 
Confederate general Hood has received will 
necessitate greater caution on tho part of Ihe 
Northern commander. Independent of this, 
however, it is his policy to await the issue of 
the Mobile expedition. With this city in Ihe 
hands ol the Federals, vigorous operations, 
as we said previously, would be car- 
ried on immediately in Southern Alaba- 
ma, and an advance would likely 
be made into Georgia so as to place Hood 
in the precarious predicament of being be- 
tween two fires' — wilh a powerful and well 
equipped army in his front, and his commu 
nications gradually sucoumbing to an enemy 
in his rear. Should Mobile, iherelore, be 
quickly taken, we may expect to hoar of no 
further reinforcements to Hood, but rather 
a diminution in the Georgian army of the 
Confederacy lo check the progress of the 
Federals from the coast. The extraordinary 
march of Sherman of more than one hun- 
dred and twenty miles from his base might 
naturally bo supposed to expose his commu- 
nications to the depredations of Ihe enemy. 
Accordingly (lie small garrison which the 
Federal commander had loft in Daltun was 
attacked by a force of live thousand men, 
and it would undoubtedly ham gono hard 
with the Federal occupation had it not been 
for the rapid i I j with which the reinforce- 
ments were forwarded from Chattanooga, 
enabling the Northern troops to repulse 
their assailants. This incident, however, 
Bhows that Sherman's power of concentra- 
tion along his communications is equal lo the 
emergency. 

From Grant, we hear of nuolher advance 
towards Richmond. The front of the Federal 
linei is now within six miles of ihe Southern 
capital. Tho progress of the Federal com- 
mander may he Blow, but it is tho progress 
of sureneBS uud stability. At every move he 
seizes sonic position Ihai brings him closer lo 
Ihe enemy's stronghold, and seir.es it with a 
grasp tint allows no s'gn of relaxation. Below 
Fort Darling, the dames river is probably the 
most (orluous ol streams, in many parts its 
terpentine courses running parallel. At one 
of these places, utioul eleven miles from 
Richmond, Ihe river's bend brings the two 
portions of tho stream, at a certain point, 
within three-quarters of a milo of each other. 
Across this neck of what might bo termed a 
peninsula, and is culled Dutch Gap, the 
Federals nra cutting a canal so as to admit 
the guuboals, avoiding by this means seven 
miles of obstructed river navigation. Should 
the undertaking prove successful, an addi- 
tional support will bo given tho Federal 
troops in their advance on Richmond from 
the south, and Fort Darling will be brought 
almost within shelling distance of iho fleet. 
It will also enable Grunt to maintain an im- 
pregnable position less than nine miles Irom 
Richmond, and afford him an unassailable 
base wiilim a lew miles of his operations. 

A Celebrity. — We learn from a private 
letter reeoived by a gentleman in (his city 
last evoning, that Dr. Bellows, the talented 
and eloquent President of Ibe United Stales 
Sanitary Commission, intends to visit Victoria, 
and inuy he expected here in a week or ten 
days, lie will be in Portland alieul Ihe 20th, 
where ho will remain two days, and alter a 
trip lo the Dalles, make his way across lo this 
city via Olympia, lecturing at his different 
mopping places. Dor citizens may, judging 
from tho nmices in our American conieih- 
pornrios, expect an oratorical trout when this 
oleqnent and patriotic gentleman nrrives 
amongst us.

Canada West, July 13th, 1804. 
NEW COALITION CABINET. 

The Grit clement in the new Government 
is composed of tho Hon. Geo. Brown, Presi- 
dent of the Council, O. Mowat, Postmaster 
General, and Wm. MoDougall, Provincial 
Sccretury. Tho Presidenl of tho Council 
was re-elected lor Suulh Oxford ou Monday, 
1 1 ih, by acclamation. The Postmaster Gen- 
eral will bo returned on Monday, 18th, as 
thoro is no opposition. The Provincial Se- 
cretary's nomination is on Tuesday 19th. 
He will bo opposed by M. C. Cameron, Q. 
0. Mr. Cameron was defeated at last elec- 
tion by Mr. MoDougall, and consequently 
wishes to return the compliment and oust 
the Provincial Secretary. Even Iho conser- 
vative pa| ers repudiate the proceedings of 
Cameron, as if MoDougall is not oleclcd there 
is danger of tho whole arrangements being 
nullified. The general opinion is that Mo- 
Dougall will be relumed by a good majority. 

During a thirty years' residence in Canada 
I have never seen a period like tho present. 
Tho political Pandora's box has boeu liter- 
ally shut, and all tho animosities and huart- 
burning appear to be enclosed under cover 
in ibis mythological rcceplacle. Muy it be 
locked and double looked till wo get our 
constitutional queslions all settled and get 
fairly agoing on our own hook. 

Never was a man more bepraised than the 
Hon. Geo. Drown. All classes vio with each 
other in lauding him for his patriotism and 
self-abnegation. In fnol no other mar. in 
Canada durst havo veu ured on tho flame 
ground. If he succeeds, ns I trust he will, 
ho will bo the greatest man in this Cauada 
of ours. If he fails he loses all his popular- 
ity and influence, and doubtless many will 
bo apt to blame him for his temerity in trust- 
ing to his hereditary foes. Tho only fear is 
that Cartier, Mnodonald and Gall may prove 
recreant lo their promise or tail in working 
out the details of the measuro to the satis- 
faction of Upper Canada. Although I Jeel 
a little distrust in the integrity of these lead 
ers, yet I think they ore so firmly bound to 
the general measure of constitutional raloim 
that there is scarcely a loophole through 
which they can escape ; and moreover I be- 
lieve that His Hxcelloncy is sub roia a party 
to the basis and will doubtleES keop them 
'■ on the rail.''

rEAItn't. CATASTROPHE ON THE GRAND 
TRUNK. 

Of oonrso you have seen tho record of the 
terrible accident at tho Belted swing bridge, 
over the Richelieu river, between Richmond 
and Montreal. The investigation is going on 
at Montreal belore the coroner. Like ull 
other accidents, it resulted irom sheer care- 
lessness. What decision the jury will arrive 
at cannot be known yet. tho evidence being 
very conflicting. The blame is generally laid 
an the shoulders of tho poor driver. He 
went down wilh the engine into Ihe (earful 
ubyss, but strungo to say, was picked up in 
ihe river very little tho worse. So miracu- 
lous was his preservation, that many discre- 
dit his ever being down at all. He asserts 
that he clung to the ongine, and was picked 
up by tho sailors iu the barges passing at the 
limo. This has been the most fatal accident 
thai has ever happened in Canada: about 
filty per cent worse than that at the Des- 
jardins Cauul. 

DESTRUCTIVE FIRE IN HAMILTON — LOSS 380,-. 
000 — THE WORK. Of AN INCENDIARY. 

About three o'clock a. m„ on tho 10th in- 
stant, the citizens ware aroused by tho omi" 
nous clang of the fire-bell, and a glare of 
light, bright as noonday, The blaze indica- 
ted the locality, and left no doubt in the 
minds of iho beholders that the extensive 
works of Edgar it Melville were on fire. — 
Kvery one turned out to lend their aid in 
confining the raging element to the premises 
where it first originated; to save which, or 
any part thereof, was utterly Impossible They 
were successful in saving Iho neighboring 
property to an extent that the proprietors 
were so fur insured lis to Beeure them against 
any loss. The fire was doubtless the work of 
an inciendary. li broka out in the cenlre of 
the main building, and a considerable dis- 
tance from the furnace. The hands had 
left work en Saturday afternoon at 4 o'clock, 
being eleven hours before the fire. From the 
tirst it was evident that no human power was 
sulliciBtit lo save any pari of the premises as the 
materials wete of the most combustible 
character. The works carried on were a 
cooper,. go, sash, blind and door factory, 
planing, carpenter and cabinet work and 
blackunithiug ; oils, varnishes, paints were 
stored inside, adding greatly lo tho inflamma- 
bility of the establishment. In about a qua.- I 
ter of an hour after the first appearance of 
tho fire, ihe whole immenso building was a 
mass of flames, and firemen and citizens were 
doing their best to save the neighboring pro- j 
petty. Edgar &: Melville's stock was low 1 
compared with what it was a few months 
ago, yet their lo*s amounts to 580,000 less j 
315,000 insurance. They have lost in a few 
minutes the labor of years. Few tradesmen 
can bear such a disaster.and unless assisted bv 
their wealthy neighbors the poor fellows will i 
have to succumb. There are one hundred 
workmen thrown idle by this catastrophe, 
many of the tutahanics having lost all their 
tools.

The discovery of a gold fiu 
Inst lew weeks having bo much altered Iho j 
oiroumstnnoea and enlarged the prospects of I 
this colony, 1 have deemed it my duty to call | 
you together to aid me with your advice. 

It it unnecessary for me to recapitulate to 
the Legislature, already 60 well informed on 
the subject, the position in which tho Crown 
Lands and Crown Hevonue of the Colony now 
stand ; and I feel confident that you will con- 
cur with me in Iho opinion that under the 
altered prospects ol the colgny it Is anomalous 
and inexpedient that it should he continued. 

The management of Crown Lands and the 
expenditure of Crown Revenue freed from 
the control of tho Legislature is a responsi- 
bility I do not desire to iucur unless devolving 
uprn me as a necessary duty. 

The mining interests bid fuir to rival any 
other in importance, and the Colonial Legisla- 
ture is. in my opinion, the proper power to 
frame liw3aml regulations fur their develop- 
ment and guidauce. 

Tho adoption of any other course must, I 
fear, lend to complications, which may prove 
detrimental to the best interests of the 
colony. 

A large number of miners have already 
taken out licenses and registered their claims, 
and the number being daily on tho increase, 
I desire if possible to have tho advice and 
assistance of the Legislature in framing wise 
and just laws for their encouragement aud 
protection. 

The rules and regulations now in lores have 
boon issued subject to modification or altera- 
tion, pending the eunctment of permanent 
laws. Intended lo meet an emergency, and 
as a preliminary protection to miners only, 
they are manifestly inadequate to the rapidly 
increasing importance of the subject. 

There are doubtless difficulties in tho way 
of a prompt adjustment of this question, hut 
none 60 formidable that they cannot be sur- 
moui led by the cordial co-operation of tho 
Lcgis Ifciare and the Executive, which it is no 
less my i.etire than duty to afford. 

The ur. K.ieseen uecessity which has com- 
pelled me to require yuur attendance at this 
unexpectedly early period will prevent mo 
bringing other measures of importance under 
your immediate consideration, but there is 
one which I think the public interests re- 
quire lo be seltlod without unnecessary de- 
lay, that of re-union with the colony of 
British Columbia. 

The prolonged agitation of this question 
cannot fail to aggravate any evils which are 
alleged to have resulted from separation and 
inierposo obstacles to its calm consideration 
hereafter. 

The uHion or separation ol these Colonies 
is a matter of secondary importance to the 
maintenance ol a cordial i;j-nperalion and 
good understanding betweou them; and it is, 
therefore, I think, incumbent upon the people, 
through their representatives, to Bet this 
mailer at rest for ihe present. 
GonifVme/i of the Legislative Assembly : 

The finaucinl condition of tho Colony will 
require your consideration. Being contingent 
upon the decision of the Legislature on the 
subject of Crown Lands and Iteveuuo, il will 
bo brought under your consideration in a 
specific form. 

Tho Blue Book for 1863, being the But 
compiled lor this Colony, will be laid before j 
you. 

Honorable Gentlemen of the Legislative Coun- 
cil, and Gentlemen of the Legislative As- 
sembly. 

I have now to commit these important 
questions for your consideration with an 
earnest prayor that your deliberations may be 
conducive to tho honor ol our Sovereign and 
the prosperity of hor subjects, whose interests 
are in your keeping. 

The memberx of the Legislative Assembly 
then retired nnd His Excellency immediately 
afterwards doscended from his sent and took 
hit way lo the Governiiiont Houbo, escorted 
by the guard of honor. 

in tiik house or assembly, 
A short session was hold after the rolum of 
tho members, Members present — tho hon. 
Speaker, (Dr. IHolmcken,) and Messrs, DaCos- 
Dioi, Fitnklin, Trimble, Street, Duncan, Cars- 
woll , Baylo) | Denues. 

Mr. DeCosrcoa said that in accordance 
with an ancient custom af tho 1 louse ol Com- 
mons — a custom to which th • national sanc- 
tion had lent tho force of law — a custom 
thai had ever boon ea-efully copied and zea- 
lously guarded by every British Colonial 
Assembly — it became our doty to assert 
our inalienable light to legislate independently 
of tho special cause of summons of iho 
Crown, this day. That right we had to assert 
by reading a hill a first time. In upholding 
our right to legislate, independently of the 
special causo of summons, he had deemed it 
to bo a fitting occasion to introduce a hill to 
guarantee lo British colonists tho perpetual 
enjoyment of the same rights hero as their j 
Imperial brethren. In order to do so, he 
craved the special indulgence of the House 
lor a short lime, and he would be as brief ag j 
tho nature ol thu subject, and his own feel- 
ings aud uumblo abilities would allow. 

By an oversight in tho Order of lliu Queen 
in Uouucil constituting tho Courts of Civil 
and Criminal Justice in this Colony, none or 
Her Majesty's subjects who were Colonial 
barristuia or attorneys, were allowed to prac- 
tico hero. It ovidontly was never intended 
ou the part of Hur Majesty to emulude them, 
but, inasmuch us the Crown had granted a 
Legislature lo tho Colony lo mako laws nnd 
regulations for its government, it could uot 
now supplomont the Order in Couuoil to 
grant Colonial barristers and attorneys tho 
aauie right lo praotiec as their Imperial 
brnthron. Undor Euoh circuinstanoeB tho 
Lcgislaturo held tho keyB lo open tho doors 
of the Courts of this Colony to her British 
Colonial praotitionora. From his personal 
knowUdgc of ihia honorable Houso, ho was 
potsuadod that so far as it was in their power 
tlioy would cheerfully do all that they could 
to plaoo on tho rolls of iho Colony a Btatulo 
that would doolare that all loyal and good 
British subjectB, cotno from whatever part of 
tho wido-sproud domains of Hor Majesty they 
uity, ebould hero possess equal rights; and 
rdiftt n? Jaw should romain on our slatuio 
books lhat mado an iuvidioui distinction bo- 
twaon bar Majesty's nubjacts ; or givo to ono 
class an opportunity to assumo »" insolent 



the honor lo introduce a similar bill to that 
which he held in his hand this day, and he 
had much gratification in stating that this 
Houso spontaneously aud unanimously passed 
it, and sent it to tho Council above. There it 
was also passed, and was sent to His 
Excellency tho Governor for his assent. 
A few weeks ago when tho Legislature was 
prorogued, tho Governor gave hia publio as- 
sent to 82vo:al bills, but the" Aot respecting 
Barristers and Attorneys," though satiotioued 
by both Houses of tu9 Legislature, he did not 
condoBcend evun to notice. lis late was not 
known till a deputation, of Which (Mr. De 
CoamoB) was one, waited on IHb Excellency 
to laarn why it hud not passed. Tbey wero 
told that there were tochnioal objoctions to- 
its pasaoge raised by tho Attorney General. 

Tho Speaker hare intimated that it was not 
parliamentary ta call io question the decision 
arrived at by the other branches ol tho Legis- 
lature. 

Mr. DoCosmos replied that ho did not make 
these explanations with Iho view of question- 
ing the right of the Executive to act as he 
had done. But ho did so with the object of 
informing this House as to what had become 
of tho "Barristers bill 'ol lastsessiou in order 
that they might act intelligently with respect 
to that which ho now intended lo move. He 
did not deny to ihe Executive of any colony 
the right to veto any bill; uor his tight to re- 
serve a bill for the assent ol Her Majesty. 
But he boldly nsserlod that the Executive of 
any colony, after a bill had been pnssod by 
tho other two branches of Iho Legislature, 
would act a uioro noble part to publicly veto 
it or publicly reserve it for tho Queen's nsseut, 
than to pass it over in silence. 

Mr. Franklin did not wish to interrupt the 
hon gentleman, but this was a first reading. 

Tho Speaker — Aro you speaking of the 
Executive ol this colony or ol all colonies? 

Mr. DeCosmcs said he was speaking ol 
Executives in colonies generally. Ho hold 
that as a general principle, no colonial gov- 
ernor could esaroise legislative functions 
when the legislature was uot in session. If a 
bill wore not assented to, or reserved for tha 
Queen's pleasure, bolore prorogation, in his 
opinion il was dead as soon aa prorogation 
took place. Assuming, therefore, that tho 
bill respecting "Barnaters and Attorneys-at- 
law," waa literally and constitutionally dead, 
ho had no hesitation about proposing the Ural 
reading of Ihe bill ho now held in his hand; 
but before he did so. he craved a moment's 
furthor indulgence, lo bIio what a wrong 
hud been committed here against British co- 
lonists, in opposition to tho known public 
sentiment ol the country. This colony had 
had a representative legislature for seven or 
eight, years. Within the last six years, seve- 
ral colonial barristers and attorneys had 
eome here to practico their profession; but 
they had been, and wero still, precluded from 
doing so. During tho exiatenco of the Becond 
legislature, though popular sentiment and in- 
dividual right demanded equality for tho co- 
lonial practitioner, yot no law was passed lo 
meet that end. The legislative and executive 
authorities, with an nupardonable exclusive- 
ness, refused to admit them. Clergymen, 
doctors, engineers, editors, merchants, me- 
chanics, every profession but the colonial legal 
profession, could follow its calling horo. Tho 
colonial lawyer alone was tabooed without 
cause; on Iho ground of an insolent assump- 
tion of superiority for tha jraitiif of imperial 
practitioners. Hs must say, however, to the 
honor of the present Legislature— to iho honor 
especially and solely of this House, and the 
hon. Legislative Council— that they bnd done 
all in their power to place the colonial prac- 
titioners on an equality with their imporial 
brethren; all in their power to bestow ou 
British colonists the same rights as those en 
joyed by tho Englishman, the Irishman and the 
Scotchman, in the colony. He must also say 
that an indelible blot would bo made on tho 
escutcheon of any Executive or Executive 
Council in any colony who would refuse to 
pas* such a bill aa the Barristers' Bill, after 
receiving tho assent of the other branches of 
tho Legislature. They would do an act uu- 
worthy of their raco and country. They 
would rob their brother colonists ol their 
birthright ; insult four millions of British 
Americans ; aflront a million of Australians 
and New Zealandors ; and treat with contu- 
mely and insoleut eiclusivcuess Iho millions 
of Anglo-.Suxon colonists that belt tae globo. 
For British colonists ho claimed that they 
had no superior in their imperial brethren or 
republican cousins. They wore equals in 
everything and inferior in nothing. If any 
thing tha training of Ihe law student in 
somu parts of British America was superior 
to that iu Great Britain. At any rate tho 
principles of law were the same everywhere, 
like tho cardinal virtues. It is only in the 
practice — the lorms of procedure — when a 
difference oxiats in Anglo Saxon countries. 
Tho practico io Scotland and Ireland differ 
from each other and both diffor from that of 
England ; yet the Scotch advocate and the 
Irish barrister may practice here aide by sido 
with their English brethren. Ho (Mr. Po- 
Cosraos) demanded if Irish and Scotch practi- 
tioners were admitted lo practice, why wore 
colonial lawyers refused admittance ? Why 
robbed of their rights hero ! He might say 
that "ho who steals my purse steals trash," 
and is o potty iarceny rogue ; but he who 
robbed him of his political rights nnd insult- 
ed his manhood and intelligence, waa n pat- 
riotic villain. Iho hon. gentleman conclu- 
ded his elonuent speeoh by moving the first 
reading of u bill entitled "An Aot respecting 
Barristers and Attorneys at law." 

Mr. Franklin, although he would support 
tho measure just introduced by hia hun. col- 
league, found fault with the manner in which 
it had beou brought in, and with the tone of 
tho lion, gontlemnu's temarks. He had heard 
rumors ol the prerogative of thy Crown hav- 
ing been exceeded, bat he did not think the 
matter should bo treated iu that objection- 
able style. 

Mr. HeCoamos thanked his hon. colleague 
for alluding to tho statements that the Par- 
liament had been illegally summoned, but 
blamed him for lightly passing ovor an aot 
of the Executive which he admitted had met 
with the disapproval of the public. He (Mr. 
DeC.) would propose that a oommitteo be 
nppuinted to draw up a reply to His Excel" 
loncy's address, to report on Monday. 

The Speaker appointed Messrs. DeCoimos, 
Franklin and Street. 

Mr. Duncan gave nolico that ho would on 
Monday ask leave to move an address for an 
inquiry into the state of the Probate Court. 

The House adjourned till Monday (to-day) 
at 3 o'clock. 

AUSTRALIA. 
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A robbery of £500 worth of opium from the 
customs sheds at Melbourne, is reported. 

Tho operation of laying down tho second 
line of railroad track from thu Wallsend 
Junction to Newcastle, has been commenced, 
nnd Iho lino will be ready for traffic in a few 
weeks. ■ 

Tho Orange District copper mines nro being 
developed by one company with much vigor, 
and good ruaults, and olhor companies are 
oxpeetud soon lo begin work. 

Tho Wentworth gold fields are staled to bo 
tho most nourishing of any in the colony. — 
Cuarso gold has been discovered in the Capo 
Otway ranges, hut not iu largo quantities. 

The quantity of gold dust delivered by the 
escorts f-om tho general gold fields during the 
month of May amounted to 27,058 ozs. For 
tha corresponding month of the year 18G3, 
tho receipts reached 34.414 ozs. During the 
first fivo months of thu present year, tho 
quantity of gold received by Iho eacorts 
amounted to 131,170 on. For tho same 
period in 1863, 102,641 ozs. The diminu- 
tion in tho yield of tho gold fields is slill at- 
tributable to the stnnll quantities: that aro 
now received from Forbes, Bunangong, and 
Braidwood, as compared with lastynar. 

The amount of gold coin issued by tho 
Sydnoy Branch of the Royal Mint during the 
week ending May 27th, was 80,000 sover- 
eigns. Tho quantity of gold dust imported 
into the same establishment during tho 
week, for the purpose ol coinage, was 4f),- 
198 ozs. 

Tho war in Auckland continues, but no 
material lonfliots aro oluouieled. 

Mr. Coppin was tho latest reigning star at 
thu Prince of Wales Theatre in Sydney. Mrs.

Headquarters Arms; or the Potomac, Aug 
14. — Burnside was relieved yesterday and 
left the command last evening. 

Wilcox temporarily commands *tho ninth 
corps. 

It was reported last week tho enemy in- 
tended to make a (lank attack on our left, but 
up to Ihis lime no demonstration has beon 
made- Considerable firing was kept up nil 
night between the pickets on the ceutre and 
right. 

Yesterday morning heavy firing was hoard 
in the direction of James river, lasting two 
hours. 

It is roported that an attack had beon 
made by tho rebel raras on tho working party 
of Butler's forno who me cutting a canal 
aci'038 tho Peninsular on James river. 

Tho Commercial's Washington despatch 
says: We hear that Gen. Grant has some 
important movement in view. It is improper 
to indicato now. A large number of trans- 
ports have been sent down the river. It is 
surmised lo assist Grant in removing hi.'i 
troops. Large bodies of cavalry havo been 
brought here. 

A heavy movemont up the Shenandoah is 
looked for soon, 

Middletown, Va., 12.— Our cavnlry cniho 
up with the roar guard of the enemy early 
this afternoon. A slight skirmish eiiuued iu 
tho town. 

Our infantry is close upon the heols of our 
cavalry. The robels are now in tho lino of 
battlo opposito Cedar Creek, across Ihe 
Staunton Piko, between two and three miles 
distuut. They ocoupy high land beyond 
which forms a strong defensive position. They 
are said lo havo two lines of battle half a 
milo long. Like us they have been severely 
marched and being elosoly pressed may have 
seized tho opportunity of securing a position 
for rest. 

Wabui.sotoM, Aug. 13. — Kohcl deserters 
from Richmond say that on tho Gth four trains 
ol cars arrived bringing troops from Peters- 
burg. It is said that a division left imme- 
diately to reinforce Early. A large body of 
cavalry arrivod the same day, and departed 
in tho same direction. 

Washinijton, Aug. 15. — Official dispatch- 
es have been received by the Navy Depart- 
ment from Farragut, dated Mobile Bay, the 
filh, confirming the accounts heretofore re- 
ceived of our success. After tho Tennessee 
surrendered, tho gunboat Fort Morgan suc- 
ceeded in getting under tho protection ol 
Fort Morgan. This terminated tho action 
fur the day. 

Farragut sent a flag of truce to tho com- 
manding officer at Fort Morgan, Gen. Page, 
to say that if ho would allow Iho wounded of 
tho Heel, as well aa their own, to be taken to 
Pensueola, where ihey would be better oared 
for than here, ho would Bond a vessel. 

Page consented, and the Metaqpmel was 
dispatched. Tbo total loss on our side is 44 
killed, aud 80 wounded. On tho rebel rain 
Tenncasoo were captured 20 officers and 170 
men; on the Selma, 90 officers and men. 

New York, Aug. 15. — The Herald's cor- 
respondent says : 

When tho Selma surrendered, it was found 
on boarding her that alio had lost fearfully. 
The decks were covered with dead and dying 
and her scuppers ran with blood. Her com- 
mander, Lieul. Comslock, was lying dead 
across the breach ol a gun, with his bowels 
torn out. 

The Tennosseo attempted to avoid the 
Monitors, and mado for the woodon ships; 
but the Hag-ship Monongahela followed her 
up, and struck her amidships with her tor- 
rible prow, causing the huge Monitor to reel 
liko a drunken man. Tho Hartford then 
grappled the Tennessee, but further blood 
shed was saved by the latter raising a white 
flag. The same horrible slaughtor waa vii- 
iblu on her as ou tho Solma. 

Nashville, Aug. 12— Sherman telegraphs 
that dosertera and refugees concur in report- 
ing Mobile in our possession. Koport not 
believed. 

Ihe Government has dispatches from Uen. 
Crauby to August 6th which stale lhat the 
monitor Tecumsah was sunk by a torpedo 
and not by tho gons of Fori Morgan. 

The Navy department has information of 
the destruction of two rebel salt works on tho 
coast of Georgia. 

Tho Oommercial's special says that Sher- 
man's success at Atlanta ia not considered 
problematic. Tho capture ot tho city is ex- 
pected soon. 

No inatorial chango is expoctod ut Peters- 
burg till oilier demonstrations havo bean 
worked out. 

The report that Beauregard hnd gone to 
Atlanta is treated here us an absurdity. 

Passengers from New Orleans report the 
rebels in strong forco within six or seven 
miles of Ihe city. They nro fortifying a place, 
apparently witlj the intention of making it 
n baso of luturo operations. They are com- 
manded by Dick Taylsr. The Toche district 
is also occupied bo the enemy in large force, 
to prevent Iho ndvaoce of our troops through 
that region lo Texas. 

Tho Macon, Ga., Tcle/jraph ol a late date 
notices the eeparturo oi 1,600 militia from 
that place for Atlanta, and says Iho aame 
number left u lew weeks ago under Gen G. 
H. Smith. 

While ono of tho sailing boats of tho Surf 
Hotel was cruising outside this morning she 
discovered a yawl boat containing sixtoon 
persons belonging to the pilot boat James 
Fink, brigs Bruce and liichard, bark Bsf 
State aud schooner Atlantic. These vessels 
wore captured and burned by tho Conledorale 
pirate Tallahassee. 

l'sssengors by the Kvening Star report 
having chased on August 11th a pirate 
stcatnor four hours. Three shots woru fired 
by tho pirates. 

New York, Aug. 12. — A destructive fire 
occurred at 'J;40 Ihis a.m., and a half a block 
destroyed on Mott k Dover streets. 

Dispatches from Atlanta, Aug. 5th, says : 
Tho Federals have been unusually active to- 
day. At 4 o'clock, p.m. yeBterday n hoavy 
assault was mado upon the works hold by 
our skirmishers. After n stubborn resist- 
ance tho Yankees succeeded iu holding the 
position, but they wore subsequently driven 
out. 

Last night an assault was mado on our 
akirmishors which was aoomploto failure. 

The Rich raond Sentinel of tho 10th says: 
Thero is no doubt that Grant ia moving 
large bodies of mou sooretly from tho front, 
llis steamers laden with troops havo been 
soon within a fow days moving ofT.

Tho Indian war is temporarily quelled but 
that preparations aro being mado by tho In~ 
diuns for the most extonjivo war yet known. 
It is supposod tho rebel emissaries distribu- 
ting gold, etc., among tho Indians inciting 
thorn to war, telling them tho fpouth would 
protect them. 

Iu saddle, Shonandoah Valloy, Aug. 12 — 
Tho World says : 

The rebels continue lo retreat and aro sup- 
posed to bo going to Strasburg or Front 
Royal. 

It is intensely hot, but tho men aro in ex- 
cellent marching order.

Deserters bontinue to arrive in small squads 
and tell the usual stories.

Additional roports have been rccoived of 
the action of Sunday. A part ol tho second 
and part of the tenth corps engaged the ene- 
my in the afternoon, near Deep Botlom. The 
10th corps under Birney, took a part of tho 
lino of works, four 8-inch brass guns and a 
number of prisoners, with a small loss. The 
enemy fell back to a strong position. Tho 
2d division of the 3d corps was drawn up in 
tho line of buttle and advauced a mile boyond 
whero Hancock cuplurod Ihe guns two 
woeks ago. 

Here tho first brigade, Col. Maoy com- 
manding, took the lead and charged across a 
cornfield, over a hill aud down into a ravine, 
when they can.o to a stream with a swamp 
ou the other side. The ground baiug covered 
with impregnable brush, on making this dis- 
oovery, our men being exposed to a hoavy 
fire from the rebel artillery, it was found im- 
possible to cross the ravine and tho men 
halted, and lay concealed as well an possible 
until dark, when thoy wore withdrawn. The 
2d division lost 40 mon; the 1st and 3d divis- 
ions, which w«re in support, lost 250. The 
wounded and all were brought off. Our troops 
slill hold a position in front of the rubel 
works whioh nro very strong. 

Nrw York, Aug. 17. — The Post's special 
dispatch has advices from Deep Bottom, 7, a. 
in. Ou iho 16th it was announced that Gen. 
Grant's lino had boon advanced nearer Rich- 
mond. Considerable fighting occurred during 
tho day, Iho rebels lulling back. 

The Commercial's special says: A divi- 
sion ol the 5th corps landed ut Beep Betlom 
this morning. 

Advices lo-day from Sheridan's depart- 
ment says the rebel Karly is at Slrausburg 
posted in a strong position; and well protec- 
ted against a flank movement.

Sherman is 
strongly intrenched aud is extending his lines 
around the city.

— Advices slato that 
on the refusal of Sieboldl to surrender Dalton, 
Ga., Wheeler attacked tho place and gained 
somo buildings from whence ho Itopt up a 
barraaaiog Dre, driving Sicholdt from his po- 
silion to tho Railroad Station, where the rob- 
els were checked. 

Omaha, Aucj. 17. — Tho Overland Stage 
Company continuo to romove large amounts 
of their stock to this pluce lo be secure 
against the incursions of the Indians. 

The Indians attacked their coaches, loaded 
with pnssongors, seven miles east ol Cotton- 
wood this noon, and soldiers have been sent 
to thoir reliiif from that place. 

It has been ascertained by reliable scouts 
that during the last twenty days, simultaneous 
attacks havo beau made by combined hordes 
ol Cheycnnes, Kiowas, Utahs, Snakes, Com- 
anchea, and Arapahoos, on Forts Kearney 
and Cottonwood, and all along Plntto Valley.

Their number is probably 
exaggerated. Half tho number would pos- 
sibly he nearer the trtiih. 

Tho Tribune has tho following dispatches 
from Sheridan, of the 15th: 

Our forces aro iu possession of Strasburg. 
Ou our advance toward the town, the enemy, 
whoso force eons'r-lud of but one lino, fell 
buck, leaving the place iu our possession. 

The enemy has abandoned hia works be- 
yond Slrasburg, and is believed to bo retreat- 
ing towards Mount Jackson.

The plan contemplated is tho 
construction of a canal at a place which has 
been known as Duloh Gap, in ihe direct face 
of tho enemy. When done it will compel 
the enemy to extend his lino ol defence a 
distanooof four miles. The distance saved 
to us by digging a canal which is to bo 1400 
yards long, is seven miles of water in James 
River. Tho men engaged on this work were 
shelled by the rebel rams, but our gunboats 
soon drove thorn away. 

A correspondent bofora Petersburg on the 
13 th says: The rebels have orectod a now 
fort inaido and exploded one opened upon 
yesterday, with Whitworth guns. Very few 
casualties occurrod. The rebols threw sev- 
eral hundred sheila during tho duy. 

Tho Times Washington special says ; 
Sheridan has pushed his advance from Win- 
chester to Strasburg. Early is retiring from 
that point, toward tho west. It is bolieved 
to bo Sheridan's intention to head off Early 
and envelop him between two forces, but us it 
is ascertained. that Lee has sent at least 20,- 
000 men to reiuforoo the column in tho valley, 
there will probably bo a stout contest for the 
possession of that region. 

A telegram received from Sheridan, dated 
Cedar Creek, 14th, stales there is no enemy 
this side of Blue Ridge except Moaoby'a and 
While's guerrillas.

Tho affair was an artillery engagement of 
long range thoughoul. 

Our losses are inconsiderable. 

The character and design of tho opera- 
tions in which the working parties wore en- 
gaged cannot bo moro than alluded to. 

Time must develop them further. 

Wasuingtoh, Aug. 1C — Secretary Stanton 
Bays that Government has roceivod from Gen. 
Canby an official roport of the surrender of 
Fori Gaines and the abandonment of Fort 
Powell. Fort Gaines surrendered uncondi- 
tionally with 50 officiTj, 818 men and CG 
guns. There was also 12 months' provisions. 
'The garrison at Fort Powell escaped. The 
armaments of both Powell and Gaines were 
fit for immediate use. Gen. Gronger will im- 
mediately invest Fort Morgan ,and garrison 
Foits Powell and Gaines- 

Headquarters 15th Army Corps belore At- 
lanta. July 29 — 1 have the honor to roport 
that in pursuance ol orders I moved tny com- 
mand into posilion on tho right of the 7th 
corps, which was to Ihe extreme right of the 
army in the field. On tho night of the 27th 
and morning of the 28th, during our advance 
in line of battle to move to a desirable posi 
tion, I mot the rebol infantry, Ilardeo's ood 
S. D. Lee's corps, who mtde a desperate and 
betermined attack. 

11:30 a. u., July 28— My lines wore pro- 
tected only by logs and rails hastily thrown 
in front of them. The first onaet was icceived 
and checked, but the battle coutinued uniil 
3 p. m., during which time Bix successive 
charges made ware gallantly repulsed, with 
fearful loss to the enemy. 

Lato in the evening our lines wore again 
assaulted and tho enemy gloriously repulsed. 
Most of the fighting was done on Howard's 
and Smith's front, which formed the centre. 

The troops could not have displayed moro 
courage nor greater determination. Brig. 
Gens. Woods, Harrow and Smith, division 
commanders are eulitled to equal credit in 
eullantly repelling the assaults. My loss is 
50 killed, 430 wounded, and 53 missing. 
Total 572. I caplured 1,500 to 2.000 mus 
keta, 10G prisoners, exclusive of 53 wounded 
and removed to the hospitals. Five hundred 
and sixty-five rebels have bean buried. There 
nro 200 more supposed to bo unburied. Many 
more wero undoubtedly carried away during 
the night, U3 the enemy did not withdraw 
until daylight. The enemy's loss in my judg- 
ment could not have been loss than G.000 to 
7,000.

New York, Aug. 18— Relative to move- 
ments in Deep Bottom, the Times' special 
says: Tuesday opened with brilliant pros- 
pects. Gregg's cavalry rested on the right 
on tho Charles City road to protect tho right 
wing of our forces whoso left Hank extends to 
James river. Ttin front of our line is only 
nhout sii miles li im Riohmood. Lee, being 
thtiB hold, cannot prevent otir cutting a co- 
ital through tho gap, and if he should attempt 
to mass his forces ou either fide of tho river 
tho exposed points on the uppaaito side will 
fall into groat danger. 

Birney 's fight ia now on Iho New Market 
road, which leads from the vicinity of Malvern 
Bill to Richmond. 

The position thus taken by Hooker, was 
about 10 miles from Richmond. Birney 
made an nssault in llis froht and captured a 
lino of iho enemy's works, which guard the 
approaches to Richmond in that direction. 
We captured G pieces of cannon and teveral 
mortars. The same authority elates the 
number ol mortars lo bo four pieces. 

New York, Aug. 17 — Grant's movement 
on tho 14th shows tho main works of the 
enemy to extend along n commanding lidgc 
covered by a formidable earthwork along the 
crest in front. This defensive lino is 9 aeries 
of ufispils, intended as a atreng skirmish line 
which proved an effective obstruction in our 
advance. 

Early in tho morning, a portion of tho 
troops on the left under Birney, iu tho ad- 
vance, rushed forward, charging in gallant 
stylo, and almoat without firing a shot drove 
tho enemy from their rillo pits covering the 
Kiugsland road, and captured 100 prisoners. 
The enemy relirod into their main intrench- 
ments. 

During Ihe afternoon our Iroops drove the 
enemy liom an important position at the 
juticliou of Kingaland and Now Matket roads, 
8 miles from Richmond. 

Funster's brigade, by a charge, captured tho 
robol guna on Strawberry Plains. 

Other troops advanced on the road leading 
to Richmond. The cavalry, under Gregg, 
took tho Uliarles City road, from whence, 
after a sharp engagotnout, Hampton's legion 
was driven In considerable confusion, retreat 
ing in a northorly diroction. 

Early iu tho af'crnoon, Barlow, with a 
portion of hia commund, charged soil took 
ono line of tho rifle pits from the ouomy, who 
stubbornly resisted nilh artillery and mus- 
ketry. 

It is reported that Early has boon reiufor- 
cod by Longslreot aD<l that bo was moving 
down tho west and north sido of the moun- 
tains to flank U3 at Winchester. Whether 
this is true or not, the friends of tho rebols 
wore informod at Middletou before Ihey re- 
treated that Lougotreet would be at Wood- 
stock on Sunday. They promised to return 
again on Tuesday. 



NASnviixK, Aug. 17. — The Chattanooga 
Gazette of the 16:h, says of tho attack on 
Dalton by tho rehels, who numberod 5,000 
infantry and cavalry, with 6 brass howitzers. 
The garrison numbered 400. At 2 o'olook 
a. m., a demand for surrender was made and 
oefused. Tho ntlaek then commencod. Ou 
the morning of Iho lOlh, General Stsadman 
arrived with roinforcemonti and charged the 
robels, who lied in confusion. The enemy 
slightly damaged tho railroad ono milo this 
of Dalton, but it has bee since repaired. 

The Nasliviils Courier of Ihe 15th sayathst 
a force ot 1500 rebels attacked our troops 
guarding plantations at Goodrich Landing. 
The Federals hell their ground until rein- 
forced by troops from the Fort, when they 
charged, and drove tho rebels from tho field, 
with a loss of several wouuded. 

New York, Aug. 18— Richmond pspers 
have tho following : 

Mouilk, Aug. 11— Heaving firing has beon 
roported at Fort Morgan on the 9th, 10th 
and to-day. Tho telegraph wire has been 
cut between tho city and tho Foit. 

Two vessels oro uff Dog river bar, six 
miles below the city, this evening. 

Tho shores of the bay are covered with 
dobris from the Federal vessels. 

Large quantities of tar, pitch and lurpen- 
tine havo been burned lo prevent it Irom fall- 
ing into the hands of ihe euemy. 

Troops aro daily arriving, and good feeling 
geuerelly exists.

The residents ol tho Islaud of Toboga 
complain that no accommodations are ex- 
tended to them by ti e Steam Navigation 
Company, whoso boats ply between the Is- 
land and Panama. 

A battalion of 2G0 men arrived on tbe 
11th at Panama from Buenaventura.

The papers were still occupied in describ- 
ing the visit ol l'resideut lluelias Io the De- 
partments. 

The epidemic " serampion" has been 
raying in the city of San Salvador. 

On Ihe 10th there was a banquet in cele- 
bration of the anniversary of the pronuncia- 
miento of Santa Anna iu fuvor of the pres- 
ent administration. It was well attended, 
and the enthusiasm exhibited on Ihe occasion 
in fuvor ol 111 3 Duonas government and the 
American cause waa general aud emphatio. 
Guatemala. 

Tho government has issued n decree (2d 
July) extending a general pardon to all per 
sons who had committed criminal ofiences 
posterior lo the 5th of February of last year, 
provided that after the commission of the 
offence they had lent their services in the 
war egaioat tho late government of Gen. 
Barrios. 

The visit of Gen. Carrera to the depart- 
ments has tested iho adhesion of the country 
to his administration. 

The cochineal crop in tho vioiuity of An- 
tigua has been unusually good. 

Nicaragua. 

From tho Gtceta U/icial of the 25th ol 
June, we learn lhat persons entering tho De 
partment of Xueva Segovia from tbe Repub- 
lic of Honduras must furnish passports, iu 
consequence of the dangers lo which the 
scattered inhabitants of the thinly inhabited 
districts have been exposed by the presonce 
of suspicious characters from the adjoining 
State. Tho police has been ordered to scru- 
tinize rigorously all unknown persons arriv- 
ing 'here who cannot give a good account of 
themselves.

Ecuador. 

The notes passed between the Foreign 
Minister of Peru and the government of 
Ecuador on the subject of the Spanish occu- 
pation of the Chincha Islands, havo been 
published. General F'lores, ol Ecuador, Bays 
that if iho queslion is resolved into recon- 
queat or domination, " all the American 
States will perforin I heir duly,'' and Ecuador 
shall not be the last. 

The Peruvian Minister at Quito, before 
demanding his passport, had asked explana- 
tions of Iho Ecuadorian government relative 
to itB conduct on the Spanish-Peruvian ques- 
tion. 

Peru. 

1'iivntfl despatches inform us that the Pe- 
ruvian Government is inclined to pay mil- 
lions ol money to Spain rather than the 
blood ol Americans be spilled in her cause 
It is ptobable, therefore, that when tho new 
Commissioner from Spain arrives, he will 
find it an easy task to arrange the disputed 
question. The papers, however, suppose that 
Congress at its approaching session will op- 
pose any such action ol the Government. 

A grave charge has been brought against 
the parties who contracted for the now coin- 
age. It appears that many of tha coins aro 
short in weight, and therefore spurious. 

The report made bv tho French Senate on 
Mr.Coohet'a pretensions has been received 
in Peru with much delight.

ACAPULCO. 



From a private letter received by stoamcr 
Golden City, from Acapuluo, und dated July 
30lh, wo (r.lla), mako tho following extracts : 

The U . S. sleamur Narrngansett arrived 
at Acnpulco July 27lh. thirteen days from 
San Francisco. Tho engines worked badly, 
which greatly retarded tho speed of the ves- 
sel. In Ihe harbor wero lying tho French 
frigate Pallas, with tlie Admiral on board, 
French Frigates Victoiro and D'Assas, and 
gunboat Diamond. The American war 
steamer Saginaw came into the harbor on Ihe 
28ih. Tho latter vessel sailed the following 
day for Panama and Oalluo. 

Acapulco is no longer the same place as of 
old. Tho French, of course, have now full 
possession ol tho town. Alvarez has made 
his appearauco in sight of the fleet within the 
last two days, and tho French are shelling 
his forces whenever opportunity offers. The 
Mexican chief makes nightly raids upon tha 
French outpost pickets, and woo betido tho 
lucklesa Frenchmen who fall into his hands. 
It is dangerous for any American logo to Ihe 
outskirts of Ihe town, for tho guerrillas are 
just as likely to pick off I bo " Fugle " as the 
" Crown." An attack in force upon tho town 
Iiub been expected for tho lust two nights. 

Vegetables and fruil nre very scarce in the 
town. Eggs command 81 50 per dcieo, and 
chickens are hard to bo got at any pnoe. 
The country people dare not bring in any 
supplies, as Alvarez will shoot ull caught 
aiding tho euotny. Money seems to bo 
plenty. 

Tho heat is terrific The rainy soaaon has 
not yet commenced. Our correspondent, in 
his comments on the intense boat, builds a 
castle in the air ; for he imngitiea himself at 
the immaculate SquarzVe, imbibiog a Iroisn 



punch, and awakes to the pleasing reality of 
a sweat, and not a pound of ice in Acapulco. 

The Franch officers eitend every courtesy 
and aot of politanoss to the Americans in 
port. V 

The U. S. sloop of war Cyane was daily 
expected from Panama, whioh port she left 
July 9th- 

The Narragansett will probably visit all 
the Central Amerioan ports before returning 
to San Francisco. 

The British screw steam-frigate Cameleon 
arrived at Acapulco on tho 29th, from Man- 
zanillo, «n route lo Panama, for which port 
she lett on the 30th. She brings news that 
Uraga, tho Mexican general iu command 
near Guadalajara, had given in his adhesion 
to Maximilian, with a large force; that 
Doblado had been whipped by the French, 
aud that only Rojas, with somo 1,000 men, in 
the Barrancas, remained in opposition lo too 
French. 

Tbo Constitution arrived at Acapulco on 
the 30th, aud sailed at 4 p. ra. for Panama.
